The mob then attacked the Town Hall, and 
the gendarmes sent here to protect that 
building fired their revolvers inthe air in 
order to frighten the rioters, but without 
effect. The troops, with fixed bayonets, then 
charged the mob and drove it away from the 
‘mmediate neighborhood of the Town Hall.

EFFECTS OF THE INSULTS HEAPED UPON 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Er Demanded by 


the People—What the Recent Elections 
Show—Sir John’s Reply tothe Attack 


Orrawa, Ontario, May 2?.—In the House 
yesterday Mr. Laurier, leader of the oppo- 
sition, arraigned the Government for the 
**insulting epithets’’ which Sir John Mac- 
aonald and other members of the Cabinet 
had showered upon the United States during 
the recent campaign. The result of the re- 
cent elections, he held, was a practical vic- 
tory for the Liberal party and their policy of 
unrestricted reciprocity. While the Gov- 
ernment had a smal] majority of votes in the 
House, the great provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec and Prince Edward Island had given 
a majority ofthe popular vote against the 
present administration. | 

Sir John Macdonald in reply said that the 
Government had every reason to congratu- 
late themselves for the manner in which the 
country repudiated the Liberal party and 
their policy of annexation. He regretted 
the loss of several of his supporters who had 
fallen in the battle, but the defeat was due to 


Washington in October, not alone in the di- 
rection of commercial reci ty but would 
include a discussion of all matters of dispute 
between Canada and the United States. 
Repiying to Sir John, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright characterized the whole course of the 
Government as one calculated to exasperate 
and irritate the United States against Can- 
ada, and he regretted that Sir John Macdon- 
ald had not seen fit to withdraw the

what he had said. The conduct of the 
Canadian Government in 1686 had almost 
drawn the United States into a commergia!

The Libera I party had repeatedly urged 
the adoption of some measure that would 
lead to the freest possible commercial inter- 
course between Canada and the United 
States. Whenthe McKinley bill was intro- 
duced in Congress every possible pressure 
was brought to bear by the Liberal Party to 
induce the Dominion Government to go cau- 
tiously and not toenact any legislation as. 
regards tariff changes that might tend to 
impose heavier duties upon American manu- 
factures. There was one of a few things 
certain to occur—free trade with the United 
States ora practical suspension of all com 
mercial intercourse with the Republic. By 
their attitude towards the United States the

It now seems likely that the visit of Liliuok- 
alan! strengthened the leaning toward the 
British, which had y been manifest. It 
would be but natural tafter having been 
put forward for years, although doubtless 
without the slightest connivance on her part, 
as Kalakaua’s successorin case of his over- 
throw, she should not take him as her exact 
model in policy and sympathy. It is true that 
she received in the United States as well as in 
England distinguished courtesies during her 
visit of year before last, but perhaps those of 
the latter country made the stronger im- 
pression. It is further to be noted that the 
present presumptive heir, Princess Victoria 
Kaweiku Katulant, mow in her iéth year, is 
the daughter of another sister of Kalakaua, 
married in 1870 to the Hon. Archibald Scott 
Cleghorn, and that this young Princess is now 
reciving her education in England. But who- 
ever may be on the throne of Hawaii, now or 
hereafter, anti-American affiliations and an 
anti-American policy are impossible for that 
Kingdom. 

THE PROPOSED TUNNEL. 

HaLirax, N. S., May 2.—Cablegrams from 
Senator Howlan now in England, says: Sir 
Douglass Fox has forwarded an exhaustive 
report on the plans for constructing 
the proposed tunnel between Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick. He declares the 
scheme to be fracticable, and estimates 
the cost as follows: Tunnel of 12 feet to 
be operated by an electric motor, 
$5,000,000; tunnel of 18 feet to be operated with 
American rolling stock, $11,000,000; tunnel of 
16 feet, $10,000,000. The tunnel would be chief- 
ly constructed of brick.

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A BOLD PLAN FAILS. 


Chilian Insurgents Foiled in an At- 
tempt to Capture Balmaceda. 


THE REBEL STRENGTH CONCENTRATED 
AGAINST VALPARAISO. 


An Effort to Steal a Torpedo Boat Check- 
mated by a Plucky Officer—Offers of 
Mediation Rejected by the President— 
The Conflict on Board the Pilcomsyo— 
A Oruel War. 


New York, May 2.—A Santiago letter dated 
Aprillsays: Documents taken from several 
prisoners captured at Valparaiso show that a 
bold plan had been prepared to capture the 
city of Valparaiso and incidentally President 
Balmaceda and his Cabinet. A rebel ship was 
to receive many of the soldiers now being 
trained at the Island of Santa Maria by Gen. 
Urretia and wait for the arrival of several 
transports who would join the vessel. These 
transports were also to have on board sol- 
diers and workmen from the nitrate fields of 


| Iquique. After collecting all these soldiers 


the ship, accompanied by the transports, was 
to proceed to Valparaiso. Upon the arrival 
of the cruiser and the transports at Valparaiso 
an Officer was to have been sent with a flag of 
truce to the Mayor of Valparaiso. He was 
directed to say that he and his followers had 
resolved to leave the rebels and had come to 
surrender tothe Government. The Govern- 
ment, it was supposed, would naturally ac- 
Cept the proposals, andthe troops on board 
the transports be landed and distributed in 
Valparaiso. The cruisers would, it was ex- 
pected, be sent to the North to fight the 
rebels. As the rebels would have landed be- 
tween 2,00 and 2,000 men from the ship the 
cruiser was safe to proceed northward. — 
COUNTING ON A REVOLT. 

The subsequent part of the plan was still 
bolder than the beginning. Balmaceda was 
expected to arrwWe in Valparaiso on Feb. 
, and it was upon that day that the city 
was to be surprised. At II o'clock that night 
the lately landed troops in the city would re- 
volt and proceed to the Government palace, 
where Balmaceda and his Ministers were 
sleeping and capturethem. While this was 
going on the cruiser, which had been in the 
meantime laying outside of the bar would 
come into the harbor and bombard the town, 
at the same time landing all her available 
forces to co-operate with the rebels in the 
city. As it is generally known that the 
greater part of Balmeceda's forces are ripe 
for a revolt the rebels counted on part of the 
Government troops to revolt with them and 
in this way would not only capture the town 
but hold Balmaceda and his entire Cabinet as 
prisoners of war. This neatly laid pian, I 
have been able to discover, has been fras- 
trated by the capture of important malis on 
board the steamer Valdivia. The documents 
named the regiments of the garrison that 
would be most likely to revolt as well as the 
officers who could not be expected to join the 
revolt. 

Valparaiso is now conceded to be the ob- 
jective point of the rebels. Owing to this fact 
every effort is being made to repair the loss 
of the heavy Armstrong guns which were 
spiked by the rebel chief Gomez at the fortress 
Los Abdes. - : 

Balmaceda has made overatures to the 
holders of Chilian foreign bonds in order to 
suspend payment of the interest, thus enab- 
ling the Government to devote this sum to 
other purposes. Anextra per centage, not 
yet fixed upon, will be given the bondholders 
at the next payment. 

ANOTHER BOLD MOVE. 

Another attempt was made on the night of 
March 2% to steal from the Government the 
Torpedo boat Condell. The Lynch was 
already in dry dock, but the Condell was un- 
loading her powder, shot and provisions at 
the navy yard dock.

FIVE MILES OF FLAME. 


Southern New Jersey Made Desolate by 
Forest Fires. 


New Tonk, May 2.—A great section of 
Southern New Jersey has been made been 
made desolate by fire, and unless rain comes 
soon the pine and cedar forests are likely to 
be wiped out. The cranberry bogs have been 
ruined, The fire has been the most disastrous 
in many years, and the people, exhausted 
and disheartened after two or three days of 
fighting the names, are now so discouraged 
that they are making no effort to check the 
spread of the fire. 

For miles and miles the smoke hangs over 
the country likea pall. In many of the vu 
lages within the afflicted district it is dimuit 
to breathe, sothick isthe smoke. There are 
unconfirmed rumors that the Hebrew colony 
in Cumberland County has been destroyed. 

The fire extends from Point Pleasant to the 
southern extremity of the State. Galloway 
and Oceanville, in Atlantic County, were 
scorched, and Port Kepublic was near! 
burned out. Near Oceanville thirteen buatid- 
ings were destroyed, while at Fort Republic 
two school houses and other structures were 
burned, At Absecon the people had to rush 
from their homes at daylight. Many houses 
were burned. 

A solid sheet of fame extending five miles 
was the magnificent but terrible spectacle 
which the people of Whitings, Woodmansie 
and Shamong saw. The woods between 
Whitings and Tuckerton were all ablaze, and 
as the wind was from the Southwest and 
blew the smoke away there was nothing to 
im pede the vision. 

At times, as the fire spread toward the vil- 
lage, it was feared that something would 
ha ve to go. Every able-bodied man was out 
building back fires, shoveling sand and doing 
everything possibile to avert the impending 
disaster. The village was saved by hard 
work, 


MOUNTAIN FIRES IN MARYLAND. 

BALTIMORE, Md.,May 2.—A special dispatch 
to the Sun from Oakland, Md., says: Forest 
fires are raging in almost every direct and 
clouds of smoke ascend from every mo 
and hill top of Garrett County. The people of 
Oakland can look from their windows at night 
and wateh the long lines of flame as they 
gradually creepupthe mountain sides. Every 
thing is so extremely dry that it is next to 
mpossibie to check the fire and much valaa- 
ble property is being destroyed. 

FROM WEALTH TO PENURY. 
The Sad Case of a Once Prosperous Chi- 
cago Merchant. 

CuIcaco, May 2.—Three years ago Cari 
Palgman was a prosperous crockery mer- 
chanton Wabash avenue. He was worth 
$40,000 before reverses came suddenly and 
sent him to the little cottage at No. 1719 North 
Robey streetto live. Three weeks ago he 
was employed as a salesman and even his 
small income at this business falled him. He 
was left almost penniless. Day after day he 
looked for work without success. He had a 
wife and twosmalichildren. Trouble crowd- 
ing on bim fast he was in despair when on 
Monday, his boy, 3 months old, died. Last 
night its body was yet unburied. Palgman 
was penniless, and he was too proud to ask 
thefaid of an undertaker without the means 
to pay him.

holders of Frisco stock wiil triumph over the 
Eastern stockholders now protesting against 
their control of the road. With this one ques- 
tion, the sole issue at stake, the fight begun 
yesterday is the most interesting railroad 
conflict that has arisen for years, and will be 
watched with the deepest interest throughout 
the entire country. 

HENRY HITCHCOCK’# VIEWS. 

Mr. Henry Hitchcock of counsel for the po- 
titioning stockholders of the Frisco was seen 
this morning by a oer Dieren reporter 
relative to the proceedings begun yesterday. 
He stated that the application for the ap- 
pointment ofa receiver of the Frisco wasa 
friendly suit, as Mr. Kenna had said 
in his interview in the Post-Disratou. 
It was amicable in 0 far that 
he had informed Mr. Kenna astothe action 
the people he represented proposed to take, 
and that there was no ii feeling involved in 
the proceedings. But this does not mean 
that the suit or the intended application 
for an injunction preventing the voting of 
Frisco stock held by the Santa Fe people, ts 
in any sense a collusive proceeding. It is far 
from that. The proceeding was instituted 
to settle some questions of vital importence, 
upon which there was a radical differance of 
Opinion that could only be decided through 
the courts. 

REPRESENT ONE-THIRD OF THE STOCK. 

The stockholders differing from the Santa 
Fe people, Mr. Hitchcock stated, represent 
a@ very important element of the ‘Frisco 
stock. While the proceedings are begun in 
the names of eight of these stockholders only, 
representing some ,t Frisco first pre- 
ferred stock, Mr. Hitchcock understands that 
those eight represent about $1,040.00 of the 
Frisco first preferred stock, or about one- 
third of the entire issue of first preferred 
stock, which opposes the action of the Santa 
Fe people. This, it will be apparent, ts far 
from being merely ‘‘a dissatisfied minority of 
per cent of Frisco first preferred stock 
holders.’’ 

The principal question, Mr. Hitchcock fur- 
ther states, to be settled by the proceedings, 
is that involved by the injunction to be asked 
for to prevent the voting of the ‘Frisco stock 
by the Santo Fe people. This is based in part 
upon a claim that the law of Missour! ls being 
Violated in the present management and con- 
trol of the Frisco road.

A Witness. Saw Him Mail a Package 
From Boston to Denver, Marth 30. 


DID HE SEND THE LIQUOR WHICH 
CAUSED MRS. BARNABY’S DEATH. 


The Victim As ked the Same Questions on 
Her Death- Bed—Mrs. Worrell Says the 


Dying Woman Was Suspicious and 


Would N ot Telegraph for Her Adviser— 
Probability of Dr. Graves’ Arrest. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 2.—Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves has been identified as the man who on 
March 80 mailed in Boston the liquor which 
caused Mrs. Barnaby’s death at Denver, 
Oolo., om April 19, when she drank it, 
supposing it was whisky sent by some friend 
as a joke and a present. 

A man, whose name is withheld, was in the 
post-office on that day and while asking fora 
stamp he was crowded from the window by a 
tall, well-dressed man who was in too much 
ofa hurry to apologize for his rudeness. 

This man laid a package on the window. 
The package was weighed and a % Dill ten- 
dered in payment for stamps. It was noticed 
that the bundle was directed to somebody in 


Denver. 

The incident was forgotten until Mrs. 
Barnaby’s death. The story reached the 
eyes of this man who had treated 80 dis- 
courteously in the post-office. The descrip- 
tion of the man tallied exactly with that of 
the man who had mailed the package. The 
man came to this city to see if he could throw 
any light upon the mystery. Last night he 
visited Dr. ves and identified himas the 
man who ha fled the package. Further, 
he has ide ed the the stamped wrapper 
which enclosed the package. The rela- 
tives of the murdered woman hada confer- 
ence with the man last evening, and it is be- 
lieved that decisive steps will now be taken 
to have the doctor apprehended. 

MRS. BARNAB SUSPICIONS. 
‘PHILADELPHIA, Fa., May 2.—Mrs. Worrell 
has furnished the officers in charge of the in- 
vestigation with a detailed statement of Mrs. 
Barnaby’s dying hours. In this she says: 

On Tuesday, as I lay in the bed wondering 
about the terrible events of the past night, I 
felt the presence of somebody in the door- 
way, and looked up to see Mrs. Barnaby. 
Bhe looked terrible. ‘Go to bed!’ I ex- 
claimed ; ‘moving around like that will kill 
you.’ On Wednesday she came in again, and 
this time I saw it was useless toremonstrate. 
‘lam very sick,’ she exclaimed, ‘but I am 
going to fight this off, and you may be sure of 
one thing—I will hunt down the perpetrator of 
this wicked plot. You may depend,’ she ex- 
claimed, ‘thatthe Bennetts didn’t send It. 
If it really contained poison, I have an idea 
how to proceed. I shall first get a chemical 
analysis made and then I shall proceed as 
circumstances seem best.’ ‘You are really 
very sure,’ I said, ‘thatthe Bennetté did not 
send the poison?’ ‘Yes,’ was her reply, I am 
absolutely sure they did not.’ 

„ Belleving she had something on her mind 
she would speak about at the right time, I 
said nothing further. That day she insisted 
that she was well enough to eat solid food, 
and she vainly tried to keep it down, but 
could not. That put her back a great deal. 
On Saturday she was very much worse, but 
no one told us she was likely to die until late 
in the day. I made no effort to inquire about 
the origin of the poisoning. That afternoon, 
however, whenshe was suffering severely, 
my daughter-in-law’s mother, who was at 
the bedside, heard her exclaim, apparently 
to herself: ‘Oh Lord, could Dr. Graves have 
done this?’ 

**‘Immediately afterward I went to her side, 
as the doctor now permitted me to be up,and 
asked her if she wished Dr. Graves notified. 
No, she cried, with a start, don't telegraph 
him under any circumstances.’ 

**When we were about ready for the train 
Dr. Graves came around and asked if he 
could doanything. Inasmuchas the ticket 
had been bought, undertaker paid and 
physicians’ bills settled by Mrs. Conrad’s 
cousin, Mr. Clark, I felt safe in giving a 
negative reply. Dr. Graves was ignored by 
Mrs. Conrad at all times. She could not bear 
to have him around herand he seemed very 
willing tostay away. Italked with him re- 
garding his idea of the murder. I saw he was 
a strong advocate ofthe theory that it was 
the Bennetts’ work. Dr. Graves appeared, 
also, like a very surprised man when he 
beard there was a second willin Chester. I 
am certain he Knew nothing of the existence 
of this latter document until he reached New 
York. That may have accounted for his sud- 
den departure on the 5 o'clock train for Bos- 
ton. Atany rate he did not say good-bye to 
Mrs. Conrad or me.

In speaking of the length of time he occu- 
pied in coming from Providence, the morning 
he came up at my house, Dr. Graves said 
that he had left Boston on Monday night in 
answer tomy telegram, that he missed his 
connection at Chicago and was compelled to 
remain there fora day, as he was sick and 
thought he was going to have the grip, but 
as soon as he found himself mistaken he left 
and came on as soon as possible. At my of- 
fice he said the reason of his delay was that 
he missed every connection he attempted to 
make and was half sick besides, the sickness 
being caused by the death of his benefactress 
and friend, Mrs. Barnaby. 

The interviews published in the dispatches 
coming from Providence report him as say- 
ing he did not leave Providence until Mon- 
day night and that he came as far as Chicago 
and there remained a day and then visited at 
Sterling, Ill., and again in Iowa. These 
stories do not tally.’’

When the prisoner was 
removed to Randolph there was fear of a 
lynching, necessitating the use of a special 
guard.

Oounty G. A. Wood and Lem Dean, brothers- 
in-law, quarreled, because Wood’s sheep got 
in Dean’s field.

| Wood’s fence. This so enraged Wood that he 
attempted to cut Dean when the latter shot 
him in the bowels with a shotgun, killing 
him. 


THE ROPE BROUGHT A CONFESSION. 

SEATTLE, Wash., May 2?2.—Jack Smith was 
caught by miners at Gilman to-day with a 
bottle of kerosene in his possession acting in 
a suspicious manner. The minersclaimed he 
had been hired by the coal company to create 
a prejudice against them and to furnish a 
pretext for having guards atthe mines. The 
miners,therefore, hung Smith toa tree with 
arope around his neck until he confessed 
that he had been sent by a man named 
Brundage for the purpose of burning the 
buildings.

MEAT STILL HIGH. 


The Top Notch in Prices Reached anda 
Decline Looked for in July. 

Meat is selling to consumers from 80 to 50 
per cent higher this month than during the 
fall, and the dealers claim they are compelled 
to demand high prices on account of the 
prices they pay for the cattle or beefand that 
there is a scarcity of cattle. A good tender- 
loin of what is called ‘‘first-class beef,’’ is 
selling this morning for 15 to 20 cents a 
pound, while it brought but 10to 15 cents a 
pound last year. Rib roasts are selling at 12 
to 18 cents per pound, round steaks 12% to 
15 cents, soup meat, * cents, 
and corn beef, 5 to 8 cents. 
Nearly all kinds of good beef is selling for 
from 2% to 6 cents a pound more than 
formerly, and in not a few instances as high 
as 742 cents a pound more than last year has 
been paid by consumers. 

Mutton has not dropped or advanced ap- 
preciably for three years. The wholesale 
price is now 98 and 10 cents a pound and the 
retall price 12 to 16 cents per pound. Chops 
are the same. Pork is selling at the very 
stiff rate of 10 to 12% cents per pound. Spring 
lamb, now in season, is selling to quite 
an exclusive circle, 78 cents to $1.50 
being the price of forequarters and 
$1 to $2.2% for hindquarters. Veal ig lighter 
by I cent a pound wholesale than last year 
and is retailing according to grade ats to 15 
cents a pound. 

The butchers are havinga hard time of it 
trying to explain why meats have gone 
almost out of reach of the ordinary consumer 
and they report that the advance in prices 
has driven a great number to purchasing the 
cheaper and poorer meats. 

Wm. Schaeffer, the butcher, said this 
morning: 0 

‘There are many reasons why meat has 
gone up. In the first place it has been very 
cheap for years and the stock-raiser has been 
making no money. Many went out of the 
business, leaving the supply short. The corn 
crop failed. Corn makes cattle. The price 
of corn was 60 high it could not be fed to cat- 
tle, but was sentto market and sold. The 
Cattle were gotten rid of and pushed on the 
market. Now we are feeling the effects. 
Corn high, cattle scarce and grass-fed cattle 
in plenty, but very poor. A decline may be 
looked for in July, but not much. I believe 
the prices will hold out forthe year, or at 
least until late this fall. It can’t be helped. 
Prices change according to supply hy de- 
mand. The supply is short and pri are 
up.’

DID HE GEND THE LIQUOR WHICH 
CAUSED MRS. BARNABY’S DEATH. 


The Victim As ked the Same Questions on 
Her Desth- Bed—Mrs. Worrell Says the 
Dying Woman Was Suspicious and 
Would N ot Telegraph for Her Adviser— 
Probability of Dr. Graves’ Arrest. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 2.—Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves has been identified as the man who on 
March 80 matfled in Boston the liquor which 
caused Mrs. Barnaby’s death at Denver, 
Oolo., on April 19, when she drank it, 
supposing it was whisky sent by some friend 
as a joke and a present. 

A man, whose name is withheld, was in the 
post-office on that day and while asking fora 
stamp he was crowded from the window by a 
tall, well-dressed man who was in too much 
ofa hurry to apologize for his rudeness. 

This man laid a package on the window. 
The package was weighed and a % bill ten- 
dered in payment for stamps. It was noticed 
that the bundle was directed to somebody in 


Denver. 

The incident was forgotten until Mrs. 
Barnaby’s death. The story reached the 
eyes of this man who had treated 80 dis- 
courteously in the post-office. The descrip- 
tion of the man tallied exactly with that of 
the man who had mailed the package. The 
man came to this city to see if he could throw 
any lightupon the mystery. Last night he 
visited Dr. ves and identified himas the 
man who alled the package. Further, 
he has idefftified the the stamped wrapper 
which enclosed the package. The rela- 
tives of the murdered woman hada confer- 
ence with the man last evening, and it is be- 
lieved that decisive steps will now be taken 
to have the doctor apprehended. 

MRS. BARNABY'’S SUSPICIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Ta., May 2.—Mrs. Worrell 
has furnished the officers in charge of the in- 
vestigation with a detailed statement of Mrs. 
Barnaby’s dying hours. In this she says: 

On Tuesday, as I lay in the bed wondering 
about the terrible events of the past night, I 
felt the presence of somebody in the door- 
way, and looked up to see Mrs. Barnaby. 
She looked terrible. ‘Go to bed!’ I ex- 
claimed ; ‘moving around like that will kill 
you.’ On Wednesday she came in again, and 
this time I saw it was useless toremonstrate. 
‘lam very sick,’ she exclaimed, ‘but I am 
going to fight this off, and you may be sure of 
one thing—I will hunt down the perpetrator of 
this wicked plot. You may depend,’ she ex- 
claimed, ‘thatthe Bennetts didn’t send it. 
If it really contained poison, I have an idea 
how to proceed. Ishallfirst get a chemical 
analysis made and then I shall proceed as 
circumstances seem best.’ ‘You are really 
very sure,’ I said, ‘thatthe Bennetts did not 
send the poison?’ ‘Yes,’ was her reply,‘Iam 
absolutely sure they did not.’ 

„ Belleving she had something on her mind 
she would speak about at the right time, I 
said nothing further. That day she insisted 
that she was well enough to eat solid food, 
and she vainly tried to keep it down, but 
could not. That put her back a great deal. 
On Saturday she was very much worse, but 
no one told us she was likely to die until late 
inthe day. I made no effort to inquire about 
the origin of the poisoning. That afternoon, 
however, when she was suffering severely, 
my daughter-in-law’s mother, who was at 
the bedside, heard her exclaim, apparently 
to herself: ‘Oh Lord, could Dr. Graves have 
done this?’ 

‘*‘Immediately afterward I went to her side, 
as the doctor now permitted me to be up,and 
asked her if she wished Dr. Graves notified. 
No, she cried, with a start, don't telegraph 
him under any circumstances.’ 

**When we were about ready for the train 
Dr. Graves came around and asked if he 
could doanything. Inasmuchas the ticket 
had been bought, undertaker paid and 
physicians’ bills settled by Mrs. Conrad’s 
cousin, Mr. Clark, I felt safe in giving a 
negative reply. Dr. Graves was ignored by 
Mrs. Conrad at all times. She could not bear 
to have him around her and he seemed very 
willing tostay away. Italked with him re- 
garding his idea of the murder. I saw he was 
a strong advocate ofthe theory that it was 
the Bennetts’ work. Dr. Graves appeared, 
also, like a very surprised man when he 
heard there was a second willin Chester. I 
am certain he knew nothing ofthe existence 
of this latter document until he reached New 
York. That may have accounted for his sud- 
den departure on the 5 o clock train for Bos- 
ton. Atany rate he did not say good-bye to 
Mrs. Conrad or me.

In speaking of the length of time he occu- 
pied in coming from Providence,the morning 
he came up at my house, Dr. Graves said 
that he had left Boston on Monday night in 
answer tomy telegram, that he missed his 
connection at Chicago and was compelled to 
remain there for a day, as he was sick and 
thought he was going to have the grip, but 
as soon as he found himself mistaken he left 
and came on as soon as possible. At my of- 
fice he said the reason of his delay was that 
he missed every connection he attempted to 
make and was half sick besides, the sickness 
being caused by the death of his benefactress 
and friend, Mrs. Barnaby. 

The interviews published in the dispatches 
coming from Providence report him as say- 
ing he did not leave Providence until Mon- 
day night and that he came as far as Chicago 
and there remained a day and then visited at 
Sterling, In., and again in Iowa. These 
stories do not tally.’’

LIBERTY, Mo., May 2.—The Lindenman 
murderer has been arrested at Harlem and 1s 
now here. He has a wife in Salena, Kan.

When the prisoner was 
removed to Randolph there was fear of a 
lynching, necessitating the use of a special 
guard.

MEAT STILL HIGH. 


The Top Notch in Prices Reached anda 
Decline Looked for in July. 

Meat is selling to consumers from 80 to 50 
per cent higher this month than during the 
fall, and the dealers claim they are compelled 
to demand high prices on account of the 
prices they pay for the cattle or beefand that 
there is a scarcity of cattle. A good tender- 
loin of what is called ‘‘first-class beef,’’ is 
selling this morning for 15 to 2 cents a 
pound, while it brought but 10 to 15 cents a 
pound last year. Rib roasts are selling at 12 
to 18 cents per pound, round steaks 12% to 
15 cents, soup meat, s cents, 
and corn beef, 5 to 8 cents. 
Nearly all kinds of good beef is selling for 
from 2% to 6 cents a pound more than 
formerly, and in not a few instances as high 
as 74 cents a pound more than last year has 
been paid by consumers. 

Mutton has not dropped or advanced ap- 
preciably for three years. The wholesale 
price is now 9 and 10 cents a pound and the 
retail price 12 to 15 cents per pound. Chops 
are the same. Pork is selling at the very 
stiff rate of 10 to 12% cents per pound. Spring 
lamb, now in season, is selling to quite 
an exclusive circle, 78 cents to $1.50 
being the price of forequarters and 
$1 to $2.25 for hindquarters. Veal ig lighter 
by lcenta pound wholesale than last year 
and is retailing according to grade ats to 15 
cents a pound. 

The butchers are havinga hard time of it 
trying to explain why meats have gone 
almost out of reach of the ordinary consumer 
and they report that the advance in prices 
has driven a great number to purchasing the 
cheaper and poorer meats. 

Wm. Schaeffer, the butcher, said this 


morning: 8 

‘There are many reasons why meat has 
gone up. In the first place it has been very 
cheap for years and the stock-raiser has been 
making no money. went out of the 
business, leaving the supply short. The corn 
crop failed. Corn makes cattle. The price 
of corn was 60 high it could not be fed to cat- 
tle, but was sentto market and sold. The 
Cattle were gotten rid of and pushed on the 
market. Now we are feeling the effects. 
Corn high, cattle scarce and grass - fed cattle 
in plenty, but very poor. A decline may be 
looked for in July, but not much. I believe 
the prices will hold out for the year, or at 
least until late this fall. It can’t be helped. 
Prices change according to supply ~ de- 
mand. The supply is short and priced are 
up. ’

Struck by a Motor Car and Dragged a 
Long Distance. 


PROBABLY FATAL ACCIDENT ON JEFFER- 
SON AND WASHINGTON AVENUES. 


Young Hans Bremer While Orossing the 
Track With His Umbrella Up Knocked 
Down and Orushed in a Shocking Man- 
ner—A Switchman Caught Between the 
Bumpers While Coupling Cars. 


persons in the vicinity ‘of Washington and 
Jefferson avenues were horrified at 9:30 a. m. 
to-day to see an electric motor on the Wash 
ington avenue line run down a boy who was 
crossing the street with an umbrella and did 


not see the car. 

The people on the sidewalk screamed and 
umbrellas were waved and the motorman 
called on frantically to stop. To the horror 
of the spectators the car, instead ofstopping, 
proceeded down the street, dragging the 
boy, who was caught in front 
of the guard rail. Fully 100 feet 
were traversed before the train was stopped. 
The motor-man had evidently lost his pres- 
ence of mind and control of the train. When 
the car was finally stopped the boy was found

under the car. He was carried into Dr. Willis 

Hall’s office at 2332 Washington avenue, and 

an ambulance telephoned for. The boy was 

unconscious when taken from under the car. 

Beforé the arrival of the ambulance he re- 

vived and told his name. 

DR. LUDWIG BREMER’S SON. 

He is Hans Bremer, the only son of Dr. 
Ludwig Bremer of 211 Iacas place, and is 10 
years old. A hasty examination showed in- 
juries which are expected to prove fatal. 
‘here isa fracture of the skull on the right 
side of the head extending to the 
base. Several ribs are also fractured. 
The flesh and hair are torn from off the whole 
right side of the head, which came in contact 
with the street as he was being dragged over 
the granite. The right ear is almost torn 
from the head. There are also 
other injuries. Dr. Bremer, who had 
started to go to St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
was telephoned, but not having reached the 
hospital, could not be found. He learned of 
the accident later, and returned home at 11 
o'clock. 

When the ambulance arrived at Dr. Hall’s 
office a stretcher was taken from it and the 
little sufferer carried home. His 
mother was not made aware of 
the accident until they were 
bringing her son home. Dr. Tuholski, who 
assisted im dressing the boy’s wounds at Dr. 
Hiall’s, went on ahead and broke the 
news to her. The boy was on his 
way to the West St. Louis Turning 
School at Beaumont and Morgan streets, 
when the accident occurred. In consequence 
of having the umbrella over his head to pro- 
tect him from the rain he did notseethe car. 

Those who witnessed the accident state it 
would seem as though the motorman, seeing 
that he had struck the boy because confused 
and insteadofreversing the current turned 
itt on in full force. This gave the car such 
a momentum on the wet track that when he 
discovered his mistake the motorman was 
unable to stop the train. The conductor 
discovered what had happened jumped of 
the coach and caught hold of the car and at- 
tempted to hold it back. In this he was as- 
sisted by the passengers. 

Acall was made this afternoon at Dr.

STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 


Labor Troubles Over Hours and Wages in 
American Cities. 


New York, May 2.—The Executive com- 
mittee of the Housesmith’s Union was in 
session this morning. It was reported that 
since yesterday morning 850 men had re- 
turned to work. Three additional firms this 
morning signified their willingness to sign 
the eight-hour agreement and the committee 
started at once to confer with them. 


REDUCTION ON THE NEW YORK CENTRAL. 

ALBANY, N. I., May 2.—It is stated here 
that on Thursday the New York Central Raul - 
road issued an order cutting down the wages 
of all switch tenders $7.50 a month. These 
men were getting $0 and $5 a month. supt. 
Bissell denied last night that this was the 
amount of the cut, but admitted that a re- 
duction of wages had been ordered. He de- 
clined to say whether the wages of other 
employes would be cut down, but the men 
anticipateda general reduction. The men 
say that this action isa direct result of the 
failure of last fall’s strike. 

The coal spovelers in the New York Cen- 
tral’s East Rochester yards have struck and 
the engineers and firemen have to coal their 
own engines, The shovelers say they have 
been not their pay is to be reduced from 
$1.85 to $1.23 per day for twelve hours. 


THE PITTSBURG STRIKE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 2.—The carpenters to- 
day report a considerable gain in strikers 
over the contractors since yesterday morn- 
ing. Ot the 8,600 carpenters in this district 
who struck for eight hours and an increase in 
wages 1,856 are working to-day ontheir own 
terms. All of the miners of the Pittsburg 
district will return to work Monday, their 
scale having been adjusted. 


WASHINGTON MINERS. 

SEATTLE, Wash., May 2.—The strike of the 
miners for eight hours cannot extend to the 
miners in King County, as they already 
work in eight-hour shifts. There is a local 
strike at Gilman in which 800 men are inter- 
ested, but otherwise the King County miners 
are at peace. They work under a local scale, 
which is not fixed by the joint National Con- 
vention of Operators and Miners. 


MILWAUKEE BUILDING TRADES. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 2.—At a meeting 
held by the striking masons it was decided to 
make overtures tothe bosses to settle the 
strike atonce. The men declined to tell any- 
thing about the terms of the settlement, 
which they will propose, but the majority of 
them want toeffect a compromise of some 
sort. They struck foran advance in wages 
from 87 to 4 cents an hour. The carpenters 
are now talking of bringing abouta general 
strike unless the contractors agree to their 
terms. They want higher wages, and a 
strike following that of the masons and hod- 
carriers would be a serious blow to the city. 


GRANITE QUARRYMEN. 

BARRE, Vt., May 2.—Nearly 400 granite 
quarrymen are out on a strike, the cause be- 
ing the employers’ refusal to show a dis- 
crimination between union and non-union 
workmen. If the strike holds on it will 
throw 2,000 granite cutters out of employ- 
ment.

FRENCHY NO. 1 TALES. 


Declares His Innocence of the Murder— 
Never Saw the Woman. 


New York, May 2.—Frenchy No. 1, who is 
said to de the murderer of Carrie Brown, is 
now confined in the Tombs. Frenchy 
was visited by a reporter in his 
cell to-day. He would say nothing 
in English, sothe reporter spoke to him in 
French. He said: ‘‘I did not sleep in 
the East River Hotel the night before 
the murder. I slept in Brooklyn. 1 can’t 
tell just what place, but the police 
know. On the night of the murderli slept in 
the East River Hotel. I went in about mid- 
night and gave the boy, Eddie, 2% cents. 
I was there only once before with a 
woman though, but did not stay all 
night. I,was there but a short time the night 
ofthe murder. I was tired after walking 
along the docks all day in search of work 
and fell asleep as soon as I got to 
bed. I got up at 6 o’clock anda 
walked out without meeting anybody. I 
begged the money for my lodging. I was not 
drunk. Ididnotrun away. I was looking 
for work when they arrested me. 

When asked to account for the blood on the 
clothes he wore on the nightof the murder 
he said the blood on his clothes came froma 
man with whom he had a quarrel a short 
time before. ‘‘They are old stains and did 
not amount to anything. 

He became excited at this point and wildly 
declared he never killed the woman. 1 
never killed any woman, and I never met the 
murdered woman in my life, he declared.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—A great scan- 
dal is likely to arise in regard to Mr. Blaine’s 
relations to the company interested in the 
Alaska seal fisheries. There is likely 
to be trouble in the Cabinet as 
Mr. Foster may think he has been 
placed in a false position. There is evi- 
dence that the ordering of an open 
sealing season was urged upon the Presi- 
dent by Mr. Blame at the request of Mr.

INDIANS.AND NEGROES. 


Trouble Brewing in the Cherokee Nation 
Over Property Rights. 


COFFEYVILLE, Kan., May 2.—Trouble bo- 
tween the non-citizen negroes and the Chero 
kee Indians is looked for. After the war the 
negro residents in the Nation were by treaty 
made residents, but intruders have come in 
and now the citizen negroes are a minority of 
the black men in the Territory. The law re- 
quires the solicitor of each district to report 
intruders, and directs the Sheriff to adver- 
tise for fifteen days andthen sell the im- 
provements of such intruderto the highest 
bidder. Sucha place wasto have been sold 
yesterday, but the Sherif!’ was met by 150 
hegroes, armed with everything from old 
shot-guns to new Winchester rifies, and they 
threatened the Sheriff with death if he at- 
tempted to go on with the sale. Chief Joel B. 
Mays was telegraphed forandis on his way 
here. The Indians are determined to enforce 
the law on non-citizen negroes and trouble is 
expected. A negro was recentiy found with 
his neck broken. The negroes charge that 
the Indians lynched him and they swear they 
will have revenge.

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NOONAN’S SLATE. 


The Long-Looked for List of Appoint 
ments Sent to the Council. 


THE MAYOR’S PLAN OF ROTATION IW OF- 
FICE SURPRISES MANY POLITICIANS. 


City Counselor Bell and Fire Chief Lind- 
say Both Dropped— The Mayor Re- 
wards His Henchmen— Changes Which 
Will Be Consequent Upon the Ap- 
pointments if Confirmed. 


The Mayor sent his slate to the Council last 
night and the agony of the office-seekers was 
ended at last. In some respects, the nom- 
inations were surprises, in others they only 
fulfilled the expectations of those who have 
listened for days to the various rumors that 
have been heard. Probably the greatest sur- 
prise was when the name of Wm. C. Mar- 
shall was read out for City Counselor. The 
Mayor had publicly announced that Leverett 
Bell would be reappointed, and when the 
reading began with this unlooked for ap- 
pointment the crowd of on-lookers were pre- 
pared for surprises.

CONSEQUENT CHANGES. 

If the slate is confirmed, and there seems to 
be no doubt of that in the minds of the poli- 
ticilans, some marked changes will be worked 
about the City Hall. 

John Gilbert will be Supply Commissioner, 
and not a man now in the office will remain. 
There is a sub-appointment called Purchas- 
ing Agent, which is now held by C. T. Olark. 
Who will get that job is now the question. 
While they donot say so openly, the poli- 
ticians look upon that job as the richest plum 
in the lot. The possibilities of it make them 
smile a knowing smile. 

The Health Department will look as if a 
cyclone had swept it when Dr. Brennan exe- 
cutes the orders he gets from the Mayor. 
Charles Francis, who has been Health Com- 
missioner, Member of the Council and several 
other things, will be fired neck and heels. 
What the fate of Morris Jacks. the old-time 
mortuary clerk, will be is not known, but it 18 
more than probable that he will go, too. 

The Dispensary will be cleaned out, Drs. 
Priest, Steinmetz, Jacobson and Jordan walk- 
ing the plank. 

The Water Commissioner’s office is a wreck, 
and so sudden has been the descent of Charles 
I. Brown that the whole department is all at 
sea. Inthis case Noonan’s fine work shows up 
again. Mr. Brown is a good railroad engineer. 
He was an attache of the Street Department 
under George Burnet, whois now President 
of the Board of Public Improvements. Mr. 
Burnet cannot consistently oppose him, and 
the man whose position he Is to take is one of 
his closest and most intimate friends. Mr. 
L. Holman and OC. I. Brown belong to the 
same engineers’ club, their families are on 
the best of social terms, so that Mr. 
Holman cannot fight his friend 
when he is told that under any circumstances 
his name will never go in. Mr. Holman 
naturally feels keenly the injury done him, 
but he goes out with the consciousness that 
he has appiſed to public work nearly $3,000, - 
000 of the public money without once being 
charged with having served his own inter- 
ests before those ofthe public. He goes out 
with clean hands, a clean conscience an 
clean record. There area lot of young m 
in this department who will have to go. 

The street Department already wears the 
collar and nothing will be done theré except 
to drop out all those who are considered use- 
less. Maj. Murphy can easily convince the 
Mayor that he is inline by simply parading 
his seventeen Sprinkling Inspectors 
and his numberless nameless barnacles who 
get jobs because Jim Brennan said they 
should have them. The Parks and the Sewer 
Department will go over tothe enemy and all 
those now there might as well go out to-day 
and hunt up new jobs. 

The Buliding Department will be entirely 
changed, with the exception of Jim Harrison, 
who keeps the saloon opposite the City Hall 
and who did not get a district assessorship, 
as he expected. Mr. Furlong did not expect 
to be reappointed and had given it up long 
ago. 

The Work-house will be turned over to John 
C. Lohrum and James Carroll, who in spite 
of his wild and wooly ways was a good officer, 
must get out and hustle. He stands no show 
of getting another political office for two 
years to come. John Lohrum can now work 
his quarry, which adjoins the Work-house, 
to suit his pleasure. At the hospitals 
everything is wrecked. Drs. Dorsett 
and Dalton go and with them all their forces. 
The Poor-house will gee genial Barney Taaffe

M.J. Murphy succeeds himself as Street 
Commissioner. Up to about four years ago 
Mr. Murphy was in the furnishing goods bus- 
iness on Washington avenue, and shortly 
after his retirement he wasappointed Harbor 
and Wharf Commissioner by Francis. When 
the Street Commissionership became vacant 
by Mr. Burnet’s election to the Presidency of 
the Board of Public Improvements, Mayor 
Noonan, after vainly trying to secure the 
confirmation of several of his henchmen, 
sent Mr. Murphy’s name to the Council and 
the nomination was confirmed. Mr. Murphy 
is nota civil engineer, though a number of 
his subordinates are necessarily engineers. 

R. J. Southard, who succeeds Sewer Com- 
missioner McMath, has been active in pol- 
itics for years and was connected with the 
city service before the enactment of the 
scheme and charter. Two yearsago he made 
the race for President of the Board of Public 
Improvements against Col. Flad, but was 
— beaten. He is a surveyor by profes- 
sion. 

John P. Fechter, the Mayor’s choice for 
Park Commissioner, is not known outside of 
the Sixteenth Ward. He is a clerk in a whole- 
sale millinery store and did not become act- 
ively connected with politics until about a 
year or two since, when Contractor John B. 
O’Meara made him the Democratic Commit- 
teeman from that ward. 

Capt. Dan Able succeeds himself as Harbor 

and Wharf Commissioner. He was appointed 
over six months ago to succeed Commis- 
sioner Murphy, when he was promoted to the 
Street Commissionership. Capt. Able is an 
old river man and has been an active Demo- 
crat for years. 
T. E. Scully is less than 30 years of age and has 
been a strong Noonan Democrat ever since 
he entered politics. He was born and reared 
in this city and now lives in 
the Twenty-first Ward. His first 
political office was given him by Sheriff 
Harrington in 1874 in the shape of a deputy- 
ship. He served with Jim Brennan as a 
deputy at the Four Courts, and both became 
very close friends. It has been the under- 
standing for more than a year that he would 
succeed Assessor Temple. 

John Gilbert succeeds D. P. Rowland as 
Supply Commissioner. Gilbert came here 
several years ago and after working for a 
time on the Globe- Democrat became associated 
with a man named Gitchell in the conduct of 
an afternoon paper. Gilbert went East about 
eight months agoand only returned to the 
city some two or three months ago with the 
understanding, it is claimed, that he was to 
get the Supply Commissionership. Gilbert’s 


appointment does not give the workers satis- 


faction, as he has always een classed asa 
Republican. 

Michael Hester, the nominee for Chief of 
the Fire Department, is now an Assistant 
Chief. He has been connected with the de- 
partment some eighteen or twenty years and 
achieved much distinction at the Southern 
Hotel fire, when he helped to save a number 
oflives. His appointment was a great sur- 
prise, as everybody excepting the Mayor’s 
immediate friends expected the reappoint- 
ment of Chief Lindsay. It was not even 
known that Hester was making an effort for 
the place. 

Charles Higgins will take the Fire Alarm 
office and Ernest Hilgendorf wiil step down 
and out after a service covering a period of 
thirty-one years, fifteen years of which he 
was Superintendent. Mr. Higgins hails from 
the Eighteeth Ward and is an intimate friend 
of the Mayor. At present he is the chief 
operator on Change for the Western Union 
Co. He is about 32 years of age. 

Dr. Heine Marks, who succeeds Dr. Dalton 
as Superintendent of the City Hospital, is the 
Mayor’s physician. Helivesin the Twelfth 
Ward and has beenan active Democrat for 
years. Professionally, however, he is not 
widely known. 

Dr. Richard M. Kerley, who takes Dr. W. 
B. Dorsett’s place at the Female Hospital, ts 
much better known asa politician thana phy- 
sician. He has played Noonan against every 
combination ever since the Mayor became 
prominent in politics, and when he was 
elected it was the understanding that Dr. 
Kerley would get a place. 

Dr. Ernest Mueller, who is named to suc- 
ceed Dr. Le Grand Atwood as Superintendent 
of the Insane Asylum, liveson the southern 
end of Jefferson avenue, and is not known to 
any extent. His appointment is one of the 
surprises. 

Joseph Gallagher, the nominee for Barney 
Taaffe’s place as Superintendent of the Poor- 
house, lives in North St. Louis, and is an 
active Noonanite. In theuproarious conven- 


tion that nominated Noonan for Mayor Gal- 


lagher’s voice could be heard above all the 
din. He is a plumber by trade and a poll- 
tician by inclination. 

Dr. Willam N. Brennan, who is named for 
Health Commissioner, is the Mayor’s brother- 
in-law. He is also an active politician, and 
tried to be elected Coroner some years ago. 

Daniel O’Madigan succeeds himself as Su- 
perintendent of Quarantine and Small-pox 
Hospital. None of the Noonan workers 
wanted the position, and O’Madigan hada 
walk-over. It is by no means a pleasant po- 
sition to hold, and, added to the dangers of 
living in the institution, is the further draw- 
back that it pays only $65 per month. 

Jaines McGrath is the Mayor’s selection for 
Building Cemmissioner. This position has 
been held for the past four years by Thomas 
Furlong. It pays $2,500 and has some good 
patronage. Mr. McGrath has been’ well 
known in politics for the past twenty years. 
He served in the State Senate some eight 
yearsago. He is an architect and builder 
and a close friend of the Mayor. 

William F. Macklin’s appointment as As- 
sistant City Counselor was expected and it 
created no surprise. He is one of the Mayor’s 
lieutenants and has performed much service 
for him in conventions and elsewhere. Mr. 
Macklin was deep in the scheme to prevent 
the nomination of Congressman John J. 
O’ Neill last fall, being prominently identified 
with the Barrett Committee. He lives in the 
Sixteenth Ward and is a member-at-large of 
the School Board. 

E. E. Guion, who figures on the slate for 
the jailership, is at present a Sprinkling In- 
Spector. He is an out and out Noonan Demo- 
crat. He is a member of the Ninth District 
Democratic Congressional Committee. 

Much surprise is expressed at the Mayor’s 
action in dropping Boiler Inspector McClellan 
to give his place to Democratic Central Com- 
mitteeman John Burke of the Fourth Ward. 
Burke is a politician of the shrewdest stripe. 
In the Democratic City Convention two years 
ago his delegation, though supposably for 
Allen, turned over to Noonan and helped to 
nominate him. Burke’s appointment is a 
reward for services rendered. , 

As was expected, John C. Lohrum gets the 
superintendency of the Work-house. He is a 
politician and city contractor and has been a 
lieutenant of the Noonan ring of the local 
Democracy ever since the Mayor came here 
from Pennsylvania. Lohrum was oneof the 
nominees for Street Commissioner that the 
Council knocked out last year, and the super- 
intendency is given him very probably as a 
balm for his wounded feelings. - 

Jim Butler was, of course, reappointed to 
the City Attorneyship. His father, who

Broken Pledges. 

Broken pledges were lying around thick at 
the City Hall this morning. Some time be- 
fore the election of the Council Mayor Noonan 
volunteered the statement to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter that he would reappoint 
Leverett Bell City Counselor, M. J. Murphy 
Street Commissioner, and Capt. Dan Able 
Harbor Commissioner. 

The statement was made by Mayor Noonan 
for publication, and he went on at a fine rate 
about Mr. Bell, his efficiency, his impartial 
judgment, and gave him as strong and ap- 
parently as hearty an indorsement as one 
man could well get at the hands of another, 
The interview was published. 

The next day Mr. Bellsaw Mayor Noonan, 
who indorsed the interview of the day before

rea ppointed City Counsellor, From that day 
to this not a word Ras passed onthe subject 
between Mr. Bell and the Mayor. 

Mr. Bell was not given any intimation that 


he was to be sacrficed and did not know that 


he was left out until told so last night by a 
reporter from oneof the morning papers. 
The story gained credence a few days ago that 
Wm. OC. Marsnall, whose name went in last 
night, had paid up after a good deal of scrap- 
ing, his back taxes for six years, 
on the assurance that he would 
be appointed. Mr. Bell naturally looked up- 
on this story asa campaign rumor and did 


not allow it to interest him.- The Mayor said 
| that there was no foundation for the story. 
Now that he has shown his hand it is clear 
that he followed a very systematic system of 


deception. 

Mr. Bell was at his desk with his customary 
promptness this morning and said: 

The world is full of surprises and this was 
one ofthem. I was sleeping the sleep of the 


just last night when one of you reporters rang 


my bell and kindly informed me that I had 
been left out. 

The day after the interview was published 
in the Post- DISPATCH stating that I would be 
re-appointed, I saw the Mayor and he gave 
me the same assurance andi ndorsed the pub- 
lished statement. I then thought no more 
about it and was certainly surprised at what 
had been done. From the day he gave me 
the assurance that I was to go in on the slate, 
up to to-day, I have never spoken to 
him on the subject. I have no 
opinions to express and will not say 
anything further about the matter. Those 
are the facts and that is all.. Mr. Bell per- 
haps gets considerable consolation out of the 
fact that he has escaped being in very bad 
company. 

The second clearly defined case of political 
treachery ts that of John Lindsay, whose po- 
sition as Chief of the Fire Department has 
been given to Mike Hester. 


As to Capt. Lindsay’s competency there” 


has been no queston raised, the only argu- 
ment advanced as an excuse for leaving him 
out being that rotation in office is beneficial. 

Capt. Lindsay wanted the position. His 
friends gathered around him and 
pre pared to bring all the influence they could 
command to bearon the Mayor, when Capt. 
Lindsay was assured personally by the Mayor 
that he would be reappointed. On the 
strength of this promise he requested his 
friends not to annoy the Mayor, as every- 
thing was all fixed, and the Mayor had prom- 
ised. Last night Mike Hester’s name was 
on the slate and Capt. Lindsay was left out in 
the cold without a word of warning and 
without a single ‘explanation. One of the 
sharpest political tricks played was the one 
by which the Mayor persuaded all the appli- 
cants tohold off their influence and keep 
their friends away. He did not assure them 
that they were safe, but had his lieutenants, 
Swift and O’Meara, go out and quietly give 
these men tips that they were in a fair way 
to be reappointed.

A LARGE NUMBER OF THE 
A STRIKE TO-DAY 
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REFUSED THE RAISE. 


——— 


Many Boss Carpenters Decide Not to 
Pay Forty Cents an Hour. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF THE MEN ARE OW 
A STRIKE TO-DAY. 


An Assemblage at Central Turner Hall 
Reveals Quite a Surprising State of 
Aftaire—Rdports at Yesterday's Meet- 
ing as to the Master Builders’ Inten- 
tions Not Confirmed. 


If present indications area good basis for 
judgment one-half of the Union Carpenters 
in the city will be ona strike Monday morn- 
ing. 

Many and vehement complaints are being 
made because of what is considered the too 
favorable report on the part of the Council 
at yesterday’s mass-meeting. In fact this 
morning’s developments show without a 
doubt that there is going to be trouble, but 
even now of what extent it will be is hard to 
conjecture. 

Ata very early hourthis morning carpen- 
ters who had been refused the % cents per 
hour began assembling at Central Turner 
Hall, and by 10 o’clock there was fully 500 
men in attendance. Henry Blackmore, 
chairman of the mammoth mass-meeting 
yesterday, was in attendance talking moder- 
ation and quiet, gentlemanly behavior. Jerry 
Burns, he of remarkable presence of mind, 
and who has received the credit of at least 
delaying radical action, did not come in, 
thereby missing extensive congratulations. 

The rain also brought in men who had been 
working during the early hours of 
the day. Thescene was not one of such 
extreme excitement as that which existed 
yesterday. Nevertheless, there was enough 
to make things very interesting. 

BLACKMORE CHAIRMAN AGAIN. 

Organization was formed by the election of 
Harry Blackmore, Chairman, and Wm. 
Guthrie, Secretary. The first question to 
arise was whether a union man could work 
with a non-union man or work for a boss who 
employed non-union men. Charles Duke 
said thatit wasright that men should work 
for an employer who works non-union 
men, no tter where they are at work. 

Secretary Guthrie said that he was in favor 
of depriving bosses of the use of non-union 
men, but that he did not propose to uphold 
such an action until it received a two-thirds 
vote of unions. 

There was quite a long discussion, after 
which President Blackmore declared the gen- 
eraltalk out oforder. It was then moved 
and seconded that those present be divided 
to show just how many were out of work. 
The motion was carried and the division took 
place. It was claimed, however, during the 
discussion, thatthere were some men who 
came to represent an entire gang of unem- 
ployea workmen. The count was made, and 
it was reported by the Secretary. It was dis- 
covered that there were just ninety-eight 
men present who had been refused the # 
cents by their bosses... 

The vote proved that more men were out 
than it was supposed. The charge was made 
that men were compelled to walk out this 
morning, notwithstanding the bosses had 
promised, according to yesterday’s reports, 
to pay the 40 cents without question. When 
the men reported this morning they were 
told that the 40 cents would not be paid. 

THE REPORTS. 

The reports showed that the number of men 
out from the various shops is as follows: 
Thomas Manning, 6; Bussy & Tiernan, 10; 
Grey Bros., 6; Anderson Bros., 15; Fitzgib- 
bons, 20; Andy Johnson, 15. Chas. Hinke, 10, 
Chas. B. McCormack, 30; James Carnes, 6; 
John Brown, 14, and 100 stair builders to en- 
force their demands foreight hours’ work. 
The latter claim they willl stay out until their 
demands are granted. Fifty of the men are 
striking to support those who were com- 
pelled to go out because of the demands 
made. 

Chairman Blackmore announced that he 
estimated the number of men locked out at 
%, but there was no report received from 
E. C. Pipe, who has twenty-five men out; 
Anheuser-Busch, seventy, and Mr. Bauer, 
fifteen, raising the number to more than 300, 
with an equal number who have received no 
information from their bosses. Add to this 
the probable action of the Master Builders’ 
Association and it becomes evident that the 
dangersofan extensive strike are not yet 
past and will not be so before Monday at the 
very earliest. 

The tenor of the talk among the men present 
at thefmeeting was that the builders would at- 
tempt to force a compromise upon them 
which they could not accept, as definite ac- 
tion has been taken in regard to the matter. 

A PROBABLE COMPLICATION. 

While the reports were being made Wm. 
Guthrie, secretary of the meeting, took oc- 
casion to denounce the idea that the car- 
penters were associated with the Bullding 
Trades Council. He said: 

It should be clearly understood by all 
parties concerned that the carpenters are 
not associated with the Buflding Trades 
Counct! and, therefore, the men are not com- 
pelied to act according tothe orders of that 
body. The stair-builders, who also come 
under the head of carpenters, are associated 
with this organization, but that does not in- 
clude the Carpenters’ Unions. We withdrew 
our delegates from the Building Council some 
time ago. 

The architecturaal iron 
expecting the aid of the carpen- 
ters, as are the painters in the de- 
mands that they will doubtless make ata 
meeting which will be held to-morrow. This 
Virtual refusal toact withthe other trades, 
it is feared is going to cause trouble amongst 
the men, but will without doubt make it 
easier for the bosses to Hight 
the Issues at stake. Secretary Me- 
Mahon of the Central Labor Union 
bas that he has understood from the very 
beginning of this trouble that the carpenters 
would act with the other workmen. 

The carpenters ona strike will assemble at 
Central Turner Hall every day until the fight 
ig gt tled one way or the other. 

THE MASTER BUILDERS. 

This afternoon the master builders will

Secretary of the organization 
said that the men were determined to win 
the fight, no matter how long it may last. 

**Through our request, said he, St Louis 
men working in Kansas City, Mo., and 
Omaha, Neb., for firms from st. Louis have 
struck to compel these same bosses to yield 
to our demands. Our President, Fred Wern- 
heimer,isin Kansas City, and this morning 
we received a telegram from him announc- 
ing that every man engaged on the 
jobs had been called off. The men in Omaha 
have also struck. This will ala us greatly, as 
the fight is extended entirely along the line. 
McMurry & Judge are the contractors in Kan- 
sas Cityand John Stroh the one in Omaha. 
The architectural iron workers are not paid 
the wages they should receive, and 
the men thoroughly understand the fact, 
being, therefore, prepared for a long strike, 
which may last for weeks. The bosses can- 
not, in my opinion, get non-union men in 
case they try. The architectural ironworkers 
are very thoroughly organized all overthe 
country, and the men, being busy at this 
season Of the year, cannot, even upon glow- 
ing promises, be induced to leave their re- 
spective towns forthe purpose of coming to 
St. Louis. 

Several large buildings in course of erection 
will be delayed because of this strike. To- 
day the bosses did not steam up, as they did 
yesterday, thinking that the men would not 
go out as threatened. The rumor that an 
effort will be made toimport men is denied 
by the bosses. ‘ 


The Brewery Workers Mad. 

This morning Charles F. Bechtold, Secretary 
of the brewery workers Knights of Labor 
assembly, with an office in the Central Turner 
Hall building, isin anything but a pleasant 
frame of mind. He has gained possession of 
a discharge certificate, which he considers 
isone of the biggest pieces of cussedness 
which ever eminated from man. The cause

I that is not grinding a conviction into a 
man,’’ remarked Mr. Bechtold, I am ata 
loss to know what to call it. They not only 
discharge the man but also blacklist him by 
issuing a certificate which charges him with 
the capital crime of being a member fof 
a labor organization. Has it grown sothat 
men are not allowed to join forces for self 
protection without being blacklisted? If 
what the brewers are doing is not unlawful 
I don’t Know what it amounts to. They con- 
tinue to refuse to give a man work, in this; 
When a man applies for work at a 
brewery he is asked to show a cer- 
tificate of good character from his 
last formeremployer. Whena certificate is 
shown which says: ‘Oause of discharge, 
member of the union,’ that settles it so far as 
that man is concerned, no matter how com- 
petent he may be or how badly he needs 
work. No thought is given to this side of the 
question. If Carl Fuchs desires work he must 
leave St. Louis to get it. The brewers here 
will not employ him. We have engaged an 
attorney who ts looking up references to see 
if we cannot prosecute the Schnaider people 
for issuing this certificate.’’ 

Fifty brewer workers are locked out. 


The Stonemasons Successful. 


The stonemasons, while virtually success- 
ful, are still out. It is thought that every 
difference existing between the men and 
their employers will be settled by Monday 
morning. All the men ask ig that they be al- 
lowed to work eight hours, receiving only 
eight hours pay for the same, and it is zener- 
ally acknowledged that the demand of the 
men is an extremely just one, and that the 
employers should be glad that it is no worse. 

Stone for building purposes is not plenti- 
ful at present, some contractors being com- 
pelled to wait for supplies which they ordered 
some time ago. This fact, together with 
other favorable circumstances, make it al- 
most an assured fact that the workmen will 
win. John B. O’Meara says that if the other 
quarrymen shut down he will give the men 
locked out employment, as stone ‘‘must be 
furnished by some one, he remarks. 

It is altogether likely that the men will go 
to work Monday morning. The men say that 
they are in no particular hurry to return to 
work, and do not propose under any circum. 
stances to put in morethaneight hours work 
per day. 

The Painters to Amalgamate. 

To-morrow morning in Central Turner Hall 
the painters of both the Union and Brother- 
hood willholda meeting looking toward an 
amaigamation. This is one of the most im- 
portant moves in labor circles to-day, involv- 
ing as it doés fully one thousand men. 

For some time the tio existing organiza- 
tions have been laboring under a 
misunderstanding, and have upon 
occasion gone in opposite directions 
on an issue in which both were vitally con- 
cerned. Every painterinthe city, whether 
or not a union man, is invited to this meet- 
ing, when it is hoped to induce the best 
non-union workmen in the city to become 
members of one of the organizations. 

This is thought to only be preparatory toa 
demand which will be made on Monday by 
the then amalgamated painters’ union. It is 
said that this practical combining of forces 
was brought about by the recent quarrel be- 
tween the two organizations in regard to 
the demand of the Brothgrhood men on April 
1 last for an increase in their wages to 324% 
cents per hour. 

The importance of the meeting will only. be 
determined to-morrow to any degree of cer- 
tainty. 


Other Rumors. 

The tin and sheet-iron workers, who it was 
generally supposed would strike yesterday, 
hold a meeting at Druid’s Hall to-night, at 
which it is genera lly thought they will order 
a walk-out. There is some six hundred men 
concerned, Their idea in waiting was to see 
what success the carpenters would meet 
with in their demands. 

The team owners, who were almost unani- 
mously successful in their demands yester- 
day, say that Fanning & Whalen, John A. 
Lynch and Daniel Dunnigan, the three con- 
tractors who are holding out, will fall into 
line in a few days. The men out on a strike 
number about thirty. 

The marble-setters are not at work to-day, 
and there is little prospects of their differ- 
ences with the bosses *being settled in the 
near future. The men demand $3 per day.

WHAT IS A LIBEL? 


THE MEANING OF THE WORD A- 


SIGNED” DISCUSSED IN COURT. 


An Amended Petition Made Necessary by 
Judge Valliant’s Decision—An Injunc- 
tion to Prevent Closing Main Street for 
the Niedringhaus Tin Plate Works. 


The trial of the $20,000 libel suit of Mitchell, 
Smith & Co. of Sugar Loaf, Ark., against 
Bradstreet, for the publication of a notice 
that they had made an assignment, when 
they had not, was commenced before a 
special jury in Court-room No. 5 yesterday 
afternoon, butthe first witness had hardly 
taken the stand when Messrs. Lockwood & 
Eliot, Bradstreet’s attorneys, objected to 
the plaintiff’s suit on the ground 
that the publication alleged to 
have been made was not a libel per 
se. Mr. Lockwood argued that the letters 
**G. 8.“ in the notice complained of should 
not be held to mean ‘‘General Store,’’ and 
that the word ‘‘assigned’’ was not libelous 
perse. The meaning of the word assigned, 
as given in the dictionaries, was quite dif- 
ferent from that given it by the plaintiffs, 
and the natural meaning of the word was not 
libelous. 

Judge Valliant took the objection of the de- 
fendants under advisement, and this morn- 
ing sustained it. The court held that the 
plaintiffs should have stated in their 
petition that the words complained of 
had by general usage in commercial 
circles come to have a well-known meaning in 
commerce different from their ‘‘natural and 
obvious’’ meaning. If, sald the court, 
‘*we should say on the floor of the Merchants’ 
Exchange that a certain merchant is short 
on wheat, the meaning would be perfectly 
clear to every man in commercial circles, as 
clear as the words we are now discussing. 
Under certain circumstances it might be a 
very serious libel to publish in a commercial 
report that a man was short on wheat. Yet 
if one were suing for libel the pleader would 
doubtless appreciate the necessity of stating 
the extrinsic fact which gives to those words 
their peculiar meaning.’’ 

Referring to the words G. 8. assigned, 
Judge Valliant said: In my opinion these 
words are not libelous per se and if they have 
in commercial circles the effect to injure the 
plaintiff’s commercial character and credit, 
it is because of extrinsic facts which give 
them such a significance, and these facts 
ought to be stated in the petition so as to 
afford the defendant to join issue on them if 
he sees fit to do so. If the plaintiffs insist 
that the words complained of signify that 
plaintiffs were insolvent, then the petition 
ought to show by its averments that the 
plaintiffs were solvent. 

The-court having ruled out the original 
petition, the plaintiff’s attorneys, Messrs. 
Paxson, Hill & Harvey, drew up an 
amended petition in accordance with the 
views of the court and presented it in place 
of the old petition. Defendant objected 
again, but the court overruled the objection 
and the amended petition was allowed. 

This matter was disposed of and Mr. 
James Mitchell, one of the plaintiffs, took the 
stand to resume his testimony, when it was 
discovered that two of the special jurors were 
absent, one being examined as a witness in 
a case in Judge Klein's court and the other 
not having appeared in court at all this 
morning. After a short walt the witness in 
Judge Klein’s court returned andthe at- 
torneys on both sides then agreed to try the 
case withonly eleven jurors. The missing 
juror was Peter Tamany, and it was reported 
that he had left home in good condition and 
ought to have reached the Court-house by 10 
o’clock. It is supposed that the Mayor’s 
slate knocked him out. 

The entire day to-day will probably be con- 
sumed in the examination of witnesses. 


Injunctions Applied For. 


A suit was filed by the Knapp, Stout & Co. 
Company, the Schnelle & Querl Lumber Co. 
and the Schulenburg & Boeckeler Lumber Co. 
against the city of St. Louis and the st. Louis 
Stamping Co. this morning to restrain the de- 
fendants from closing Main or First street, 
between Anglerodt and Destrehan streets. 
The plaintiffs claim tnat the closing of the 
street is for the sole benefit of the St. Louis 
Stamping Co. and not for the benefit of the 
public, and thatthe ordinance vacating the 
street is therefore illegal. Ex-Congressman 
Niedringhaus’ tin plate works are now being 
erected on the vacated street and adjoining 
property. The ordinance vacating the street 
was passed by the last Municipal Assembly. 


New Incorporation. 

Articles of incorporation were taken out to- 
day by the Diamond s Manutacturins Co. The 
capital stock is $15,000, all paid up, and Is 
divided into 150 shares, all butfive of which 
are owned by Chas, M. Shepard, the others 
being held by members of the family. The 
purpose of the company is to manufacture 
and sell baking powder, flavoring extracts 
perfumery and grocers’ specialties. 2

COULD NOT ISSUE A LICENSE. 


Rosa Stautz Not Permitted to Marry the 
Man Who Betrayed Her. 

Deputy Sheriff Plischky took John Busch 
from his cell in the City Jail this morning and 
accompanied him to the office of Recorder 
Hobbs at the COourt-house. On the way 
down town they were met by Rosa Stautz, a 
comely German girlof 1s years. Application 
was then made to Recorder Hobbs fora 
license authorizing the two to wed. It de- 
veloped, however, thatthe girl was not of 
age and in the absence of her parents no 
license could be issued. 

Busch was arrested yesterday afternoon on 
the strength of a warrant charging him with 
betrayal under promise of marriage. At that 
time a peculiar story was told. Two years 
ago the girl came from her home in Germany. 
Last July she met Busch ina North St. Louis 
boarding-house and they soon became en- 
gaged. Busch compromised himself at that 
time by writing to the girl’s parents 
in Germany to secure their consent to 
the union. Then he tired ofthe bargain and 
early in January went to Cleveland, O. Rosa 
followed and on the reiteration of his 
promises of marriage, rented a house and 
bought furniture on the installment plan. 
Busch again failed to toe the mark and disap- 
peared. A few days ago the girl located her 
recreant lover in the Schultz Belting Works, 
402 Barton street and the arrest followed. 
The action of Recorder Hobbs further com- 
plicated the case. Rosa claimed that her 
parents had given their full consent to the 
union ina letter written early in the year. 
The letter, however, she was unable to pro- 
duce and mournfully announced that it had 
been destroyed. She was advised to write 
again for her parents’ consent. In the mean- 
time Busch will be held.

A SHREWD SCHEME FOILED. 


J. L. Dunn Fails to Victimize a St. Louis 
Merchant. 


It was learned to-day that J. L. Dunn, who 
was arrested on Thursday last in Atlanta, 
Ga., for issuing forged drafts had attempted 
to victimize a St. Louis firm by similar 
means. Early in the week the firm of E. 
Donzelot & Co. received a bill of lading pur- 
porting to represent the shipment of 325 
sacks of dried apples withadraft attached 
in favor of J. S. Crochett.

WILL WED THE WAITER. 


THE REIGNING TOPIC OF THE GOSSIPS OF 
MURRAY HILL. 


Wealthy Miss Pomeroy Engaged to Marry 
the Head Waiter of a Fashionable Hotel 
—How the Courtship Was Begun and 
Carried On. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Most of the people who 
live at the Murray Hill Hotel believe that Miss 
Mollie Pomeroy has married Mr. J. H. 
Stephenson. Mr. Stephenson says she has 
not, but saysshe will marry him about May 
10. They are talking about it at the hotel, be- 
cause Miss Pomeroy is rich and will be richer 
some day, while Mr. Stephenson is the head 
waiter. Moreover, the courtship has been 
proceeding for the last three years, right 
there on the premises. 

Miss Pomeroy is the only child of W. H. 
Pomeroy,a bond broker, who retired from 
business a short time before he died, four 
years ago. He and his wife and daughter 
lived at the Hotel Bristol, at Fifth avenue 
and Forty-second street, for years, until the 
Murray Hill was opened seven years ago. 
Then they went to Murray Hill and Mr. 
Pomeroy died there. His widow and 
daughter have lived there since. Mr. Pome- 
roy, it is believed, left a considerable fortune, 
and his daughter is reputed to have a per- 
sonal income of $10,000. There are no other 
children and her mother is wealthy. 

Miss Pomeroy is a slender young woman of 
27 or 2 years. Her face is attractive. She 
has dark hair, dark eyes and a good complex- 
ion. She dresses plainly. She is reserved in 
her manners, but has a will of her own, and 
female like, likes male friends. She is a 
bright and ready talker. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Three or four years ago Stephenson became 
a walter in the hotel. This was after Mr. 
Pomeroy’s death. Stephenson isa Scotchman 
born, but has been in this country since boy- 
hood. He is said to be about 35 years old, but 
looks younger. He is rather short and plump, 
and has a pleasant face, witha boyish mous- 
tache above rather full lips. He came to New 
York from the West six or seven years ago, 
and gota place as side waiter at the Wind- 
sor. His wages were $28 a month. He was 
sociable and very popular with the other 
waiters, who gave hima jolly send-off when 
he wenttothe Murray Hill four years azo. 
He got the same wages here, but was soon 
after made head waiter in the American 
dining room, where he has since earned $75 
a month. 

Miss Pomeroy and her mother habitually 
occupied atablein the southwest corner of 
the dining room, and Stephenson, while he 
was a plain waiter, waited upon them. It is 
said in the hotel that his attentions to Miss 
Pomeroy were noticeable from the beginning. 
When Stephenson became head waiter he had 
less Opportunity to pay attentions to the 
young lady, but he never failed to meet her 
at the door and escort her the entire length 
ot the room to her table. A couple of years 
ago her apparent pleasure in his attention 
became general talk all over the hotel. The 
men who breakfasted or dined in the room 
used to rally Stephenson about the girl, and 
Miss Pomeroy began to shun the society of 
the ladies who boarded there. The Murray 
Hill is a family hotel, and many of those who 
take their meals in the American dining room 
have lived in the hotel for years, so that they 
have been able to follow the case. 

THE STORY AFLOAT. 

Stephenson laughed off every question. 
About a yearago the report got about that 
the day was set forthe wedding and all the 
guests of the hotelwere alive with curiosity. 
Miss Pomeroy was known to be exceedingly 
annoyed at the gossip, and it is said that she 
positively refused to permit Stephenson to 
enter her pariors. Several times since it has 
again been reported that the day was set, and 
several times the report has spread that they 
were actually married. The first week in 
April a report of this kind was printed in a 
society paper, but Stephenson then denied to 
a reporter that he and Miss Pomeroy were 
engaged. At this time Mrs. Pomeroy kept 
her room for several days and it was said in 
the hotel yesterday that her daughter had 
then announced to her positively 
that she was going to marry 
the head waiter. Yesterday the hotel 
guests had it that the two had been married 
on Sunday or Monday last, and that they 
spent a brief honeymoon at the Hotel Royal, 
at Sixth avenue and Fortieth street. This 
was at first denied by the clerk at the Hotel 
Royal, and it was denied by Stephenson, The 
Hotel Royal’s register, under the date of Sun- 
day, April 26, has the entry J. H. Stephen- 
son and wife.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Stephenson remained two 
days, but, of course, Stephenson is not an 
uncommon name. At the Murray Hill it was 


‘learned that the head waiter and Miss Pom- 


eroy had been present there at every meal. 

J. H. Stephenson smilingly parried the 
questions of a reporter for awhile last even- 
ing, and at length said: Wen, I might as 
well admit that 1 am going to marry Miss 
Pomeroy. I nave not married her yet, bat if 
you come up and see me on the 10th I can 
give you some news.

SUGAR IMPORTS. 


Effect of the Removal ofthe Customs Duty 
on Certain Goods. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 2.—The customs 
officials were busy yesterday tabulating the 
receipts and expenses of the port for the past 
year. On the first of April the sugar schedule 
of the McKinley tariff bill became operative 
and all sugar below sixteen Dutch standard 
was admitted free of duty. One month has 
passed since the duty has been removed and 
during that time the receipts have fallen off 
s0 greatly as to occasion surprise among the 
officials at the Custom-house. The receipts 
for April amounted to $640,188.32, while for 
April, 1890, they reached 32, 388. 705. 41. 
April, 1890 the receipt for the sugar alone 
amounted to about $1,200,000. For the past 
month but one bag ofthe article whieh was 
dutiable under the new law was received at 
the port and the amount of duty paid was 
$1.50.

NOT THE CHAMPION. 


Slavin Declares That He Does Not Want 
the Title. 


THE AUSTRALIAN FIGHTER EXPRESSES 
HIMSELF ON RICHARD . FOX. 


Michael, a St. Louis Derby Candidate, 
Runs a Remarkable Mile at Lexington 
— t. Louis Still Winning on the Base 
Ball Field—A Knocker-Out Knocked 
Out—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


New Tron, May ?.—Frank P.Slavin declared 
yesterday that he never in his life laid any 
claim to the championship of the world and 
did not desire that title. 

There never was a madder man than I 
was, said he, when that floral shield was 
handed up to me in the garden last night. 
Mr. Fox is a good fellow personally, but he 
has no business to dub me his champion, for 
Iam not his champion or anybody else’s 
champion. It does not bother me in the least 
about who holds the title. Mr. Fox may 
mean well in putting me forward as his 
champion, but I have repeatedly told him 
that I did not want his belt and would not 
take it as a gift. Belts and titles don’t buy 
bread and beef, and, as I said in the garden, 
that’s what I’mafter. I have been fighting 
for quite a few years now, and I appreciate 
the fact that I cannot fight always. I intend 
to make and lay aside what money I can de- 
fore I get too old to perform in the ring. 

**When will you go in training for your con- 
test with Jake Kilrain?’’ 
shall not need much training,“ Slavin 
replied, ‘‘for Ialways keep myself in fairly 
good fix. Ithink about three weeks’ absti- 
nence from cigars and champagne, together 
with a few spins across country, will set me 
right. I must say for the Granite Association 
that it takes the palm for liberality. The 
$10,000 purse they offer for a ten-round con- 
test between Kilrain and myself is the great- 
est amount ever offered for such an affair. 
The clab deserves to make money and I hope 
it will.“ 

The Australian said last night he would be 
giad of a chance to place $500 on Peter Jackson 
against Jim Corbett. 


Slavin’s remarks in the above telegram 
coincide with what the Australian said to a 
representative of the Posr-Drisrarcn in this 
city Just before the fighter departed for the 
East. Speaking of the challenge which was 
published inthe Police Gazette over Slavin's 
name, in Which he offered to stop Sullivan, 
Kilrain, Jackson, Corbett or other prominent 
fighters in this country in six rounds 
or forfeit a large sum of money, the 
antipodean saſd: That challenge was all 
besh. I never made it and never heard of it 
until Isaw it in the American papers which 
reached England. The only man I offered to 
stop was Jim Corbett. He had challenged me 
and accused meof being afraid to meet him, 
asIwas informed, andI did walk into the 
office of the London Sporting Lie and declare 
that I would stop Corbett in six rounds. That 
challenge published in this country, 
in which I was represented 
as offering to stop Sullivan, Kilrain, 
Jackson, Corbett and other men in a certain 
number of rounds or forfeit various sums of 
money, was published without the knowledge 
or consent of either Mitchell or myself, and 
we knew nothing of it until the American pa- 
per in which it appeared reached England. I 
think it was some of Richard K. Fox’s work. 
Fox is a good fellow in some respects, but he 
is too fond of thrusting himself for- 
ward and advertising himself, and it 
makes matters very disagreeable at 
times for other people. He also published 
that 1 had the Police Gazette championship 
belt on exhibition in England, when I have 
not only never had the belt, but have never 
even seenit. When Fox told me that he was 
going to send me the belt I told him not to do 
so as I did not want it and 1 told him that if 
he sent it I would tear it into shreds. I did 
not want his championship belt. What good 
would the belt be to me? You may publish 
what I am telling you, too, if you like. Fox 
has some good traits. He stuck to 
Joe McAuliffe in England, both before and 
after the American’s fight with me, and it 
cost Fox considerable ‘quid’ (pounds ster- 
ling). Iadmire him for that, but don’t like 
the way he has of seeking notoriety.’’ 

Slavin talks m a very quiet, sensible man- 
ner, and there is nothing of the blowhard 
about him, ag that challenge, which was at- 
tributed to him and which he now denies 
having issued, would indicate. His debut in 
New York on Thursday night when 
Jim Daly stood four rounds before him 
can hardly be taken asan indication of what 
he can do, ashe evidently did not try fora 
knock-out. His ten- round go with Kilrain 
will give the people a better line on him. The 
Australian is unquestionably a great fighter. 
and is probably better qualified than any 
living man to go against John L. Sullivan. 

MOORE KNOCKS OUT GLOVER. 

At the Olympic Theater, St. Paul, last night 
Frank Glover, the Chicago heavy-weight, 
undertook to knock out Dick Moore of St. Paul 
in six rounds or forfeit $500. Instead of stop- 
ping Moore in six rounds, Glover was himself 
stopped in three rounds.

ATHLETICS. 

President Mills ot the N. T. A. O., at a ro- 
cent meeting of the A. 0. U., advocated the 
scheme of allowing amateur athletic clubs, 
especially organized for the promotion and 
advancement of gentlemanly amateur sport, 
to encourage professional boxing. In accor- 
dance with President Mills’ views. a profes- 
sional boxing contest was lately held under 
the auspices ot the N. T. A. C. Heretofore 
men who were really professionals had been 
boxing at the club under the guise of 
amateurs. The club resolved that instead of 
having fourth-rate professionals spar before 
the organization as amateurs, the best pro- 
fessional talent obtainable for the money 
should be secured. 

They resolved to do away with the shallow 
pretense of handing an alleged amateur 
boxer a (to the boxer) valueless medal, but in 
reality putting a roll of bills into his hands, 
and in the future come out boldly with cash- 
down offers to professional fighters. This is 
simply opposing the hollow mockery of al- 
lowing a gang of true professionals to mas- 
querade as amateurs, to the detriment of 
amateur sport and the ridicule of the govern- 
ing athletic body of America. 

The general opinion in athletic circles re- 
garding the action of the New York A. C. was 
that its course was honestand manly, and, 
in fact, the only one an athletic organization 
with respect for itself could take. The 
opinion was also freely expressed that the 
move by the New York A. C. was a death 
blow to the so- called amateurs, who have up 
to date made a good thing out of the duplici- 
ty practiced by them. Itis the general im- 
pression that the men who, for their own gain, 
have controlled these ‘‘amateurs,’’ will drop 
into a merited obscurity.
